Iovine said Namer did 
not have enough money at 
present to free his sons from 
jail. 

j. Iovine fold newsmen the de- 
fense will seek to show that Al- 
gamal is “not a reliable wit- 
ness." 

The lawyer said Algamal had 
a serious argument with the Na- 
mer family before the telephone 
call to police. Reportedly, Alga- 
mal had been living with the 
Namers but had been forced to 
leave after the quarrel. 

“He's hardly the kind of man 
they would entrust with a secret 
of this sort,” Iovine said.
